SUPERINTENDENTS REPORT

MYGQE SCHOOLS as a whole throughout the year have been 

as successful as could reasonbly be “expected considering the 
number of inexperienced teachers who have taught this year for 
the first time. An especial effort has been made to awaken in 
the mind of both teachers and pupils the great object of work in 
the public schools, namely the best preparation for the practical 
work of actual life, We believe that a good advance has been 
made by teachers in methods of teaching, in discipline and inall 
things which tend toward better training. 

No school has been reported as not running smoothly through- 
out the year and there is no school in the town but has made con- 
siderable improvement, some more thar others. owing to a variety 
of circumstances ‘that could not. be controlled.. We feel satisfied 
that the coming year of 84 will open with great’ promise on ac- 
count of the manifest: interest: of ‘the children to obtain that 
knowledge which will be of priceless value to them in the future. 

The graded school Dist., 17. has:made we think very good im- 
‘provement during the year The teachers have been experienced 
and have worked with untiring enérgy. This work has been ap- 
parent and brought forth a rich reward of scholarship and good 
deportment. Nothing can be more pernicious and rumous to a 
school. than to haye a teacher who expects to teach without work. 
The fruit of such teaching is very soon manifest in the. pupil. 

Says a leading educator, ~«The most difficult art, in the world, 
the most difficult of all arts, far exceeding that required to. chisel 
astatue or paint a picture is to train up a child tobe a man.” 
Yet how imperfect is the preparation for this great work, with 
mith many of our teachers.: A partial remedy for this lack of 
" preparation is an earnest love for the work and full understand- 
ing of the importance of teaching to» our commonwealth, , The 
anticipations of thinking minds, the hopes of good men center 
upon the results ofour common school system, It isthe basis of 
our liberty. ' If it fails then our country must be a: failure and 
our happy homes broken up. Hence it becomes the duty” of all 
good citizens and faithful parents to give, every teacher, every 
scholar, every: school. all the engpnragamenty possible. 
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Disrrict No. 2. The system of grading was continued in this 
district in the same manner as for several years past with satis- 
factory results. There were three terms in each grade amount- 
ing to twenty-six weeks in the primary department, and twen- 
ty-seven weeks in the Grammar Department, the extra week in 
the latter being sustained by contributions from the parents of 
the pupils. ‘The grammar school was under the instruction of 
Miss. Sadie O. Mason, this being her second year in this school. 
A good interest on the part of both teacher and scholars was man- 
ifested throughout the year, and the progress of the school was 
highly satisfactory in all respects. The Primary School was un- 
der the instruction of Miss. Hattie EK. Parker, this was her sec- 
ond year in the department, and the progress was all that could 
be expected. The teacher labored hard to start the tender 
minds of those entrusted to her care, aright and succeded in a 
commendable degree. This school labors under the great disad- 
vantage of not having a suitable room. The district should 
provide better accomodations for it.

One of the evils of the times, so far as our country schools are 
concerned, isthe early age at which children cease to attend 
school. It hasbeen too common a practice for boys and girls, so 
soon as they are of sufficient age and size to earn a little money, 
to leave the school, wholly or in part, making the great mistake 
that mental training and the acquisition of knowledge is of’ less 

value than money, when, without regard to other and higher con- 
siderations. the former is_ the better financial iny Sete in as 
much as skilled labor always commands better pay than labor 


without skill.
